GON VOTE. 


THE PROTBIT! 


The Figures Analysed—A Carious Fact | 


in Connection With the New 
Franchise Law. 

Otiawa. Noy. 1.—Of the total avail- 
able vote on the lists, 22 1-2 per 
rent. was polled for prohibition In the 
plebiscite ont September 29, aml 211-2 
per cent. was polled against prohibi- 
tion, and 56 per cent. remained un- 
polloa. This is the ne} result of the 
vote as far as it has been analyzed, 
and though there may be some modi- 
fication upon further examination of 
the returus. which have been official- 
ly made, the statement may be ac- 
cepte | as practically correct. It will 
be seen that less than half of the 
available vote was polled, and that 
less than one-quarter of it favore! 
prohibition as a reme iy for the evils 
of the liquor traffic. It is true that 
anti-prohibitionists did not make as 
gool a showing as their opponents, 
but they will likely set up the 
elaim that 56 per cent. cannot be 
rezanied as a neutral element. It 
will possibly be urgel that they 
are entitle! to add the unpolled 
vote to that of the hostiles, making 
an adverse per centage of 77 1-2 per 
cent, or failing this, that :1 consider- 
ing the demand for prohibiv ve legisla- 
tion, parliament will not be justified 
in relying upon non-voters to aid in 
the enforcement of a law witich they 
did not ask for. : 

On the provincial lists. which form- 
ed the basis of the plepiscite ander the 
new franchise act, there were 1,233,- 
819 available votes, of which 5 42,956 
were polled, 278,434 for pronibition 
and 264,522 against. The favorable 
majorities in the several provinces ag- 
eregated 128,931 and the adverse ma- 
jority 115,047, the net majority for 
prohibition being 107,899, and against 
94,015. placing the pronibitionists i 
the lead by 13,884. 

The returns have developed a cur- 
jous ana interesting fact bearing on 
the subject of the francnise laws and 
the administration of the same. As 
has been stated, there were on the 
provincial Is‘s. 1,233,849 names. Ac- 
cording to the latest Dominion lists. 
revis*i under the old franchise act in 
1894. there were 1,368,736 persons 
entitled to the federal franchis2, so 
that four years after the making of 
thes? lista with the natural increase 
of the voting population, and large 
extensions of the franchise in the pro- 
vinees, particularly in Ontario, there 
was aNiminution of voting power of 
the country of 134,$87 votes. The 
obvieus conclusion is that there must 
have been wholesale stuffing of the 
lists under the old franchise system. 

The percentage of votes polled for 
prohibition in the different provinces 
was Ontario, 27 por cent; Nova Sco- 
tia. 54 por cent; New Brunswick, 30 
per cent; Prince Etward Island. 38 per 
cent; Manitoba, 25 per cent; Britis 
Columbia. 16 p2r cent; Northwest Ter- 
ritorics. 27 per cent; Quebec, 8 per

Sars the Corbett-Sharkey ANuir Will Not 
be Finished, 

Cleveland, Ohio, Nov. 6.—Bob Fitz- 
simmons, who has been down at Dayton 
for several days, was interviewed on 
fistic matters this evening.

‘*I do not feel like offering any criti- 
cism of those fellows in New York.

The deputation 
spoke for the Dominion Alliance including 
its branches in the provinces of Canada, 
the Methodist, Congregational, Presby- 
terian and Baptist churches,the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union, Sons of 
Temperance, and Royal Templars of 
Temperance. 

The case of the prohibitionists was ably 
put by Rev. Dr. Carman, who also intro 
duced the other speakers, F.. S. Spence, 
Toronto secretary of the Dominion Alli- 
ance; Major Bond, of Montreal, whospoke 
for Quebec: Dr. McLeod, for New Bruns- 
wick; F. McClure, M.P., for Nova Scotia; 
Rey. Joseph Hogg, for Manitoba ; Mrs. 
Rutherford, Toronto, president of the 
Dominion W.C.T.U.,and D.J.O' Donoghue, 
of Toronto, labor leader. 

Mr. Spence expressed the gratitude and 
thankfulness of prohibitionists for the 
straightforward, honorable way in which 
the Government had dealt with the ques 
tion. He claimed that the vote which 
had been polled was a remarkably large 
one to be takenon an abstract question,

A SIGNIFICANT STATEMENT.

“ There are little secrets known only to 
the advisers of the Crown, the Colonial 
Secretary, and the Premier of Great Brit- 
ain, which if known to all, Lord Aber- 
deen would not have been blamed as_ he 
has in certain quarters; he has main- 
tained a dignified silence under criticism 
which possibly he might not have re 
mained under had the seal of silence 
been taken from his lips; he has been a 
good constitutional ruler, ana the people 
will part from him and from Lady Aber- 
deen with regret.” 

When it is remembered that the speak- 
er was a colleague of Sir Charles Tupper, 
in various Conservative ministries up to 
the time of his appointment to the Gov 
ernorship of Manitoba, it will be at once 
apparent that he knew exactly whereof 
he spoke, and must have been particular- 
ly impressed with the necessity of speak 
ing, before he would refer to the matter 
at all. 


SHOULD BE SATISFIED NOW. 


As has been observed before in these 
letters the honored leader of the Provin- 
cial Opposition and his supportersshould 
be the happiest among men, for their two 
great troubles, that were making life 
burdensome to them have been entirely 
removed. They feared that injustice had 
been done when the Constables were al 
lowed to vote at the Provincial elections. 
but the full bench of judges in the Court 
of Appeal has said with absolute unan- 
imity and remarkable emphasis that 
there was no ground for this fear. Then 
they were terribly perturbed because two 
Ministers were temporarily without seats, 
and neither British precedent nor any 
other consideration could induce them to 
wait patiently for election protests to be 
dealt with.

THE PLEBISCITE, 


The full returns of the Prohibition vote 
have been received, and they show that 
278,463 votes were cast in favor of prohi- 
bition and 264,579 against, or a majority 
of the actual vote polled of 13,884 in fav- 
of prohibition. Of the eight Provinces 
and Territories seven favored prohibition 
with majorities ranging from 983 in Brit. 

| ish Columbia to 39,224 in Ontario, or a 
total of 107,899, but Quebec alone rolled 
| up $4,015 against the proposed enactment 
| leaving the favorable balance so small as 
| to make the vote practically an even thing. 
| By provinces the vote has shown that in 
Ontario only 22 per cent on the list sup- 
ported prohibition; in Quebec only § per 
cent; in Nova Scotia, 34 per cent; in New 
| Brunswick, 29 per cent; in Prince Ed- 
| ward Island, 37.4 per cent; in Manitoba,
